The  significance  of  academic  costume  is 
determined  especially  by  the  sleeves  and 
hoods. 

DOCTORS  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the 
gown  is  faced  down  the  front  and  barred  on 
the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color 
indicating  the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is 
large.  The  doctor  may  choose  to  wear  the 
gold  tassel  on  the  cap. 

MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve, 
with  a  slit  near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the 
masters  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 

BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed 
sleeve.  The  color  of  the  tassel  indicates 
whether  the  degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts 
(white),  fine  arts  (brown),  music  (pink),  or 
science  (golden  yellow). 

HOODS  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the 
institution  granting  the  degree,  or  with 
which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are 
trimmed  with  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of 
the  degree — for  example,  humanities  and 
social  science,  white;  philosophy,  blue; 
science,  golden  yellow;  music,  pink; 
engineering,  orange;  education,  light  blue; 
business  and  public  management,  sapphire 
blue.

Marvin  J.  Ashton 


DOCTOR  OF  HUMANITIES 


Presented  by  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland 

In  1939  Hugh  B.  Brown,  then  president  of 
the  British  Mission,  bid  adieu  to  the  young 
Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton  in  a  Millennial  Star 
editorial: 

"Sometimes  we  find  a  man  [like  Elder 
Ashton]  who  is  always  where  he  is  supposed  to 
be,  always  what  he  is  supposed  to  be,  free 
from  pretence  and  deceit,  never  guilty  of 
breaking  the  rules,  always  on  time,  prompt, 
punctual,  prepared.  ...  As  Elder  Ashton 
leaves  for  home,  the  one  word  which  seems 
best  to  summarize  his  virtues  is  dependability, 
that  rich  admixture  of  the  virtues  which 
foretells  the  abundant  life." 

True  to  the  words  of  President  Brown, 
Elder  Ashton  has  continued  to  lead  an 
abundant  life — a  life  rich  in  service  to  God 
and  humanity. 

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City  to  Marvin  O.  and 
Rae  Jeremy  Ashton  on  May  6,  1915,  Marvin 


Jeremy  Ashton  comes  from  a  sturdy  pioneer 
heritage.  His  great-grandfather,  Edward 
Ashton,  was  among  the  first  converts  to  join 
the  Church  in  Wales,  and,  forsaking 
homeland  and  family,  he  sailed  to  America  to 
gather  with  the  Saints.  The  Ashton  name  has 
been  well  known  in  the  Church  ever  since. 
Elder  Ashton's  father  served  in  the  Presiding 
Bishopric  of  the  Church  from  1939  until  his 
death  in  1946. 

From  his  earliest  days  Marvin  Ashton  was 
taught  the  value  of  hard  work  on  the  family's 
two-acre  vegetable  and  fruit  farm.  As  he 
matured  he  also  helped  in  his  father's 
hardware  store. 

After  graduating  from  high  school,  Marvin 
enrolled  in  the  University  of  Utah  School  of 
Business.  Serving  as  the  sports  editor  for  the 
school  newspaper,  he  participated  in  many 
other  extracurricular  activities  and  graduated 
with  honors. 

During  those  years  he  also  worked  half 
days  at  the  family  store.  "My  father  told  me 
that  if  I  were  going  to  serve  a  mission  I  would 
have  to  pay  for  it  myself."  With  diploma  in 
hand  and  substantial  savings  accrued,  he  was 
called  to  serve  as  a  missionary  in  Great 
Britain  during  the  centennial  of  the  Church's

presence  there. 

To  break  down  deep  prejudices  and 
improve  the  Church's  pubhc  image,  the 
missionaries  participated  in  many  activities, 
including  organized  sports.  With  his  athletic 
prowess,  Elder  Ashton  captained  his 
missionary  basketball  team,  suitably  named 
the  "Saints,"  to  a  grand  national  crown  in 
Britain  and  an  even  more  astonishing 
all-Europe  championship  in  France. 


In  the  midst  of  his  regularly  assigned 
duties.  Elder  .Ashton  was  appointed  associate 
editor  of  the  Millennial  Star,  the  Church's 
oldest  publication.  He  also  performed  a 
imique  piece  of  missionarv  work  bv  leading  a 
class  of  Methodist  boys. 

"They  had  lost  their  minister  and  couldn't 
afford  another  one,  so  I  volunteered  to  take 
on  the  job, "said  Elder  Ashton. 

According  to  British  Mission  President 
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Hugh  B.  Brown,  "He  became  their  hero  and 
ideal,  has  left  a  lasting  impression,  and  [has] 
sown  seeds  which  give  promise  of  a  real 
harvest." 

Returning  from  his  mission  in  1939, 
Marvin  married  Norma  Berntson  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple. 

This  marriage  of  two  outstanding  Church 
and  community  leaders  was  one  of  unusual 
harmony  of  heart  and  spirit.  The  Ashton 
home  became  a  haven  of  rest,  a  sanctuary 
where  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  and  the  spirit 
of  love  were  evident.  In  the  years  that 
followed,  four  children,  two  boys  and  two 
girls,  were  born  into  the  Ashton  home.  Elder 
Ashton  has  frequently  said  of  his  wife, 
"Norma  is  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened 
to  me." 

President  of  Associated  Students,  Norma 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah  with 
highest  honors  and  began  work  as  a 
schoolteacher.  Marvin  Ashton  knew  Norma 
since  their  high  school  days,  and  he 
frequented  the  Berntson  backyard  court  for 
numerous  tennis  matches  with  her. 
Characteristic  of  his  unusual  industry,  Marvin 
built  a  home  for  his  bride  and  then 
continued  to  construct  houses  as  a  side 
business  until  his  mortgage  was  paid  off. 

In  1948  Elder  A.shton  began  a  legacy  of 
service  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  when  he 
became  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of 
the  Young  Men  Mutual  Improvement 
Association.  Of  Elder  Ashton 's  significant 
service  on  this  board,  one  colleague  wrote:  "I 
don't  know  of  anyone  who  has  ever  given 
more  of  his  time  and  means,  and  has  been 
such  a  strong  influence,  in  building 
testimonies  in  the  lives  of  the  youth." 

As  a  Utah  legislator  in  the  early  1960s, 
Elder  Ashton  continued  to  address  the  needs 
of  young  people,  spearheading  the 
development  of  a  new  juvenile  detention 
home  and  the  movement  to  advance  Weber 
State  College  to  a  four-year  institution. 

In  1969  Elder  Ashton  was  called  to  be  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  with 
the  task  of  combining  the  Unified  Social 
Services  programs  of  the  Church.  Having  a 
natural  inclination  for  compassion  and 
friendship,  he  lifted  the  spirits  of  many.  In 
addition  to  working  with  delinquents  and 


unwed  mothers,  he  also  established  lasting 
relationships  with  wardens  and  inmates  of 
the  Utah  State  Prison,  where  he  started  a 
family  home  evening  program,  giving 
inmates  a  weekly  opportunity  to  meet  with  an 
LDS  family. 

Elder  Ashton's  appointment  as  a  member 
of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  in 
1971  was  no  surprise  to  those  who  knew  him. 
The  call  came  as  a  natural  culmination  of  his 
commitment  and  dependability — and 
especially  of  his  deep  love  for  the  Savior. 

Since  his  call  many  have  come  to  know 
him  as  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball 
described  him:  "A  rare  leader  who  both 
listens  and  counsels.  Thousands  of  lives  have 
been  blessed  by  the  wisdom  of  this  noble 
man,  wonderful  Apostle,  and  friend." 

Currently  a  member  of  the  BYU  Board  of 
Trustees  and  its  Executive  Committee,  Elder 
Ashton  has  a  long  tradition  of  service  to 
Church  education.  From  1975  to  1988  Elder 
Ashton  was  the  chairman  of  the  board  for 
both  the  Brigham  Young  University  Hawaii 
Campus  and  the  adjacent  Polynesian 
Cultural  Center.  Under  his  direction  the 
Polynesian  Cultural  Center  has  become  one 
of  the  most  significant  tourist  attractions  on 
the  island  of  Oahu.  More  important,  Elder 
Ashton  guided  the  establishment  and  then 
the  doubling  of  an  endowment  from  the 
cultural  center  to  the  BYU — Hawaii  campus, 
providing  a  critical  financial  foundation  that 
serves  the  educational  needs  of  numerous 
Saints  from  the  Polynesian  Islands.  His  work 
in  Hawaii  will  be  a  blessing  for  many 
generations  to  come. 

Though  recognized  by  many  for  his  myriad 
accomplishments,  perhaps  Elder  Ashton's 
greatest  moments  have  been  in  the  quiet 
times  as  he  has  personally  and  unobtrusively 
inspired  individuals,  one  by  one,  to  live 
better  lives.  Like  the  Savior  he  loves,  Elder 
Ashton  has  taken  each  moment  to  teach,  to 
testify,  to  listen,  and  to  lift. 

For  always  being  where  he  is  supposed  to 
be,  always  being  what  he  is  supposed  to  be, 
for  being  dependable  to  so  many  thousands 
who  have  depended  on  him,  Brigham  Young 
University  is  pleased  to  present  to  Elder 
Marvin  Jeremy  Ashton  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  humanities,  honoris  causa.

B.  Z.  "Bud"  Kastler

B.  Z.  "Bud"  Kastler  is  a  bridgebuildcr.  A 
civic,  corporate,  and  spiritual  leader,  he  has 
forged  vital  links  of  understanding  and 
cooperation. 

Paying  tribute  to  him,  President  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley  said:  "Yours  has  been  a  voice  of 
reconciliation  and  a  healing  hand  in 
building  unity  over  issues  both  great  and 
small  .  .  .  and  all  of  us  have  been  the 
beneficiaries  of  it.  We  know,  not  from  what 
you  have  said,  but  from  what  we  have  seen, 
that  you  love  your  God,  that  you  love  your 
country,  that  you  love  this  community  .  .  . 
that  you  love  your  gracious  Donna,  your 
family  and  your  friends.  Please  know  also  that 
we  love  you." 

Born  October  30,  1920,  in  Billings, 
Montana,  Bud  attended  Billings  Polytechnic 
Institiue,  the  University  of  Colorado,  and  the 
University  of  Utah,  from  which  he  graduated 
summa  cum  laude  in  1949  with  his  doctor  of 
laws  degree.  His  distinguished  academic 
honors  include  membership  in  Phi  Delta  Phi, 
Phi  Kappa  Phi,  and  the  Order  of  the  Coif. 

Having  a  deep-seated  love  for  his  country 


and  a  dauntless  sense  of  patriotism.  Bud 
served  in  the  U.S.  Na\y  during  World  War  II. 
For  his  valor  in  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
theatres  he  received  five  battle  stars. 
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Three  years  after  the  war,  he  married 
Donna  Irene  Endicott,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  two  daughters  and  grandparents 
of  five  grandchildren. 

A  convert  to  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  he  previously  served  the 
First  Congregational  C>hurch  of  Salt  Lake 
City  as  a  deacon,  as  a  trustee,  and  as 
chairman  of  its  board  of  trustees.  Those  are 
among  the  highest  and  most  important 
positions  in  that  church,  and  they  are  not 
bestowed  lightly  among  its  membership.  Out 
of  the  respect  his  fellow  members  accorded 
him,  he  was  elected  in  1955  as  the  first 
moderator  of  the  National  Association  of 
Congregational  Christian  Churches. 

Bud  retired  as  president  and  chairman  of 
Questar  Ckirporation  in  1985  but  is  currently 
a  director  of  Questar  Corporation;  Mountain 
Fuel  Supply  Company;  Albertson's,  Inc.; 
Bonne\ille  International  Corporation;  and 
First  Security  Corporation.  He  is  admitted  to 
the  practice  of  law  in  Utah,  Montana,  the 
federal  courts,  and  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  and  is  a  32nd  Degree  Mason 
and  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Colonels 
Corp. 

Bud's  public  service  is  legendary,  and  his 
contributions  to  the  commimity  are  legion. 
Determined  to  give  of  his  talents  wherever 
and  whenever  he  can,  he  has  been  campaign 
chairman  and  president  of  the  Greater  Salt 
Lake  Area  United  Fund  (now  United  Way); 
president  of  the  Salt  Lake  Kiwanis  Club; 
president  of  the  Salt  Lake  Area  Chamber  of 
Commerce;  member  of  the  Utah  House  of 
Representatives;  vice  chairman  of  the  Utah 
Legi.slative  Conference;  and  executive 
secretary  of  the  Utah  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

He  has  served  as  chairman  of  fimd  drives 
for  the  LDS  Hospital,  as  cochairman  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews, 
as  a  trustee  of  the  Youth  Tobacco  Advisory 
Council,  as  a  director  and  senior  vice 
president  of  the  Utah  Symphony,  as  a  trustee 
of  the  Pine  Canyon  Ranch  for  Boys,  and  as  a 


member  of  the  J.  Willard  and  Alice  S. 
Marriott  School  of  Management's  National 
Advisory  C;ouncil. 

As  Paul  Thompson,  dean  of  BYU's 
Marriott  School  of  Management,  notes:  "Bud 
was  a  member  of  our  school's  National 
Advi.sory  Council  for  many  years,  and  all  of 
our  programs  bear  his  improvements.  But 
above  our  personal  gain  in  knowing  him. 
Bud's  leadership  has  had  important  impact 
on  Salt  Lake  City,  across  the  entire  state  of 
Utah,  and  even  beyond  our  borders.  This 
man  is  extremely  impressive  for  his  active 
concern  with  so  many  civic,  cultural, 
charitable,  and  religious  organizations  in 
addition  to  his  contributions  in  the  world  of 
business.  He's  raised  a  lot  of 
consciousness — as  well  as  much-needed 
funding — for  so  many  worthy  causes  that  it 
would  take  a  long  time  Just  to  list  them  all. 
We're  privileged  to  count  him  among  our 
benefactors." 

At  a  ceremonial  meeting  of  the  Salt  Lake 
City  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  1987,  he  was 
awarded  the  status  of  "A  Giant  in  Our  City." 

In  words  at  that  gathering.  Salt  I^ke  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce  President  Fred  S. 
Ball  noted  that  "B.  Z.  'Bud'  Kastler  has  been 
a  public  institution  for  30  years,  easily 
recognizable  by  his  dynamic  countenance 
and  outspoken  eloquence  in  support  of  the 
free  enterprise  system,  traditional  American 
rights  and  values,  and  the  state  of  Utah.  .  .  . 
For  all  of  his  public  achievements,  those  who 
know  fhim]  also  recognize  his  quiet, 
behind-the-scenes  efforts  to  make  this  a 
better  community.  The  term  he  used  to 
eulogize  another  community  giant,  the  late 
N.  Eldon  Tanner — that  of 'bridgebuilder' — 
would  apply  equally  to  himself." 

For  a  lifetime  of  civic  contributions  and 
resolute  personal  integrity,  Brigham  Young 
University  is  pleased  to  present  to  B.  Z.  "Bud" 
Kastler — giant  among  men,  bridgebuilder, 
and  friend  of  B\U — this  Presidential  Citation 
and  Medallion.

Lynn  Stephen  and 
Lucille  Covey  Richards 

Presented  by  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland 

Few  couples  in  the  Church  have  succeeded 
in  blessing  the  lives  of  so  many  as  have  Lynn 
Stephen  and  Lucille  Covey  Richards. 
Dedicated  parents,  respected  business  and 
ci\ic  leaders,  and  ardent  supporters  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  the  question 
always  uppermost  in  their  minds  is,  "WTiat 
more  can  we  do  to  help?" 

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Lynn  and  Lucille 
come  from  a  heritage  of  faithful  forebears. 

Lynn's  great-grandfather  Willard  Richards 
was  a  trusted  companion  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.  While  Lynn  was  a  yoimg  man, 
his  father,  Stephen  L  Richards,  was  chosen  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  and  later  served  as  First  Counselor  to 
President  David  O.  McKay.  His  father's 
example  as  a  special  witness  for  the  Savior 
and  the  inspiration  of  his  devoted  mother, 
Irene  Merrill  Richards,  infused  Lynn's  life 
with  ideals  he  has  never  forgotten. 

Lucille's  great-grandmother,  a  cousin  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  was  the 
thirty-eighth  member  of  the  restored 


Church.  Lucille's  maternal  grandparents 
joined  the  Church  in  England,  immigrated 
to  Nauvoo,  and  journeyed  west  with  the 
Lorenzo  Snow  handcart  company.  From  her 
mother,  Hannah  Ashdown  Saunders 
Richards,  Lucille  owes  much  of  her  spiritual 
development  and  love  of  the  gospel.  Her 
father,  Stephen  Mack  Covey,  founder  of  the 
Little  America  hotels,  was  a  successful 
btisinessmen  in  the  Moimtainwest. 

During  high  school  Lynn  developed  his 
beautiful  baritone  voice  under  the  tutelage 
of  J.  Spencer  Cornwall.  He  also  sang  or  acted 
in  every  school  play  while  attending  Granite 
and  LDS  high  schools. 

Lucille  met  Lynn  at  LDS  High  School 
during  her  junior  year.  While  Lynn  served  an 
Eastern  States  Mission,  Lucille  enrolled  at 
the  University  of  Utah,  where  she  majored  in 
physical  education  and  English.  She  has 
always  believed  in  the  development  of  body, 
mind,  and  spirit. 

After  completing  his  mission,  Lynn 
renewed  his  courtship  with  Lucille, 
describing  her  as  a  "beautiful,  slender, 
titian-blonde"  and  as  "the  most  beautiful 
woman"  he  had  ever  seen.  In  1924  they  were 
married  following  the  completion  of  Lynn's 
undergraduate  studies  at  Brigham  Yovmg 
Universitv. 
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They  then  moved  to  Idaho,  where  Lynn 
served  as  principal  of  the  Preston  High 
School  Seminary.  Their  yearning  for  higher 
education  soon  led  ihem  to  Slanibrd 
University  Law  School,  where  Lynn  received 
his  degree  in  1928. 

Returning  to  Salt  Lake  (-ity,  the  Richards 
established  a  home  and  a  profession.  Lynn 
and  Marion  G.  Romney  were  two  of  only 
three  to  pass  the  Utah  State  Bar  examination 
in  1930.  During  his  nearly  sixty  years  in  the 
legal  profession,  Lynn  has  rendered 
assistance  to  numerous  individuals  and 
corporations.  Known  for  his  astute  legal 
mind,  he  has  practiced  with  J.  Reuben  Clark, 
Jr.,  Albert  E.  Bowen,  and  Henry  D.  Moyle. 
Many  others  have  come  to  know  his  talents  as 
he  has  served  on  the  board  of  directors  and 
as  president  of  various  corporations. 

A  dedicated  public  servant,  Lynn  has  been 
secretary  to  the  state  senate  and  was  elected 
to  the  Utah  state  senate  in  1943.  He  served 
on  the  Utah  State  Board  of  Education  for 
fifteen  years  and  was  its  chairman  for  two 
years.  In  every  public  or  private  position, 
Lynn  was  noted  for  enthtisiasm,  knowledge, 
and,  above  all,  integrity. 

In  more  private  ways  than  public,  however, 
Lynn  has  adopted  the  words  of  the  Savior  as 
his  personal  guide:  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  imto  the  least  of  these,  .  .  .  ve  have 
done  it  unto  me."  Lynn  served  faithfully  as 
bishop  of  the  University  and  Federal  Heights 
wards  in  Salt  Lake  City.  His  enthusiasm  for 
Sunday  School  gave  rise  to  his  fort)  years  of 
service  to  the  Deseret  Stmday  School  Union. 
In  this  calling  he  and  Lucille  traveled 


extensively  throughout  the  world  to  build 
and  strengthen  the  Sunday  School  programs. 
For  manv  years  the  Sundav  School  maiuials 
of  the  Church  reflected  his  strong  belief  thai 
the  Stmday  School,  as  well  as  every  program 
and  activity  in  the  Church,  should  be 
Christ-centeied. 

Lucille  has  also  chosen  a  path  of  dedicated 
service  to  church,  familv,  and  communitv. 
She  received  the  Primary  Service  Award  for 
twenty-five  years  of  devoted  activity,  and  she 
has  worked  extensivelv  in  the  Relief  Societv. 
Her  genealogical  efforts  have  been 
prodigious.  She  helped  found  the  Covey 
Family  Association  and  has  assisted  in  the 
publication  of  Covey  family  genealogies. 

As  mother  to  six  children  and  matriarch  to 
more  than  eighty  grandchildren  and 
great-grandchildren,  Lucille  has  never 
wavered  from  her  belief  that  the  most 
important  church  work  she  could  do  was 
within  her  own  home.  She  teaches  bv 
example  the  Christ-like  virtues  of  courage, 
charity,  and  dedication.

The  significance  of  the  academic  costume 
is  determined  especially  by  the  sleeves  and 
hoods. 

Doctors  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the 
gowTi  is  faced  down  the  front  and  barred  on 
the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color 
indicating  the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is 
large.  The  doctor  may  choose  to  wear  the 
gold  tassel  on  the  cap. 

Masters  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a 
slit  near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the 
master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 

Bachelors  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve. 
The  color  of  the  tassel  indicates  whether  the 
degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white),  fine  arts 
(brown),  music  (pink),  or  science  (golden 
yellow) . 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the 
institution  granting  the  degree,  or  with 
which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are 
trimmed  with  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of 
the  degree — for  example,  humanifies  and 
social  science,  white;  philosophy,  blue; 
science,  golden  yellow;  music,  pink; 
engineering,  orange;  education,  light  blue; 
business  and  public  management,  sapphire 
blue.

Presented  by  President  Rex  E.  Lee 

'To  guard  against  indifference  I  tell  tales,  I 
speak  of  remembrance,  of  humanism,  of 
compassion,  of  faith,  of  people  fighting  and 
working  together.  To  a  society  lost  in  its  own 
apathy,  in  its  own  moral  indifference,  we 
shout  'Wake  up.'" 

Elie  Wiesel's  appeal  for  humanity  to  revive 
its  conscience  comes  from  his  own  personal 
experience  with  violent  inhumanity.  A 
survivor  of  the  Jewish  Holocaust,  he  is  one  of 
the  most  eloquent  and  powerful  witnesses  of 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Jewish 
people.  His  efforts  have  earned  him  the 
United  States  Congressional  Gold  Medal  of 
Achievement,  the  Medal  of  Liberty  Award, 
and  in  1986,  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Peace. 

On  awarding  him  the  Peace  Prize,  the 
Nobel  Committee  described  Elie  Wiesel  as 
"one  of  the  most  important  spiritual  leaders 
and  guides  in  an  age  when  violence, 
repression,  and  racism  continue  to 
characterize  the  world.  He  is  a  messenger  to 
mankind:  his  message  is  one  of  peace, 
atonement,  and  human  dignity."  Since 
receiving  the  award.  Professor  Wiesel  has  said 
that  the  Peace  Prize,  while  a  great  personal 
honor,  is  not  his  alone.  "It  belongs  to  all  the 


survivors  who  have  tried  to  do  something 
with  their  pain,  with  their  memory,  with  their 
silence,  with  their  life."  He  was  named  from  a 
field  of  more  than  80  candidates,  and  his 
selection  symbolized  increasing  world  efforts 
focused  on  human-rights  issues. 

Addressing  a  BYU  audience  at  a  university 
forum  assembly  in  January  1985,  Professor 
Wiesel  outlined  some  of  the  lessons  for  the 
future  that  could  be  learned  from  the  Jewish 
past.  He  stressed  the  importance  of  greater 
understanding  of  our  individual  and 
collective  roles  in  humanity.  "We,  as  people, 
must  respond  to  the  needs  of  other  people," 
he  said.  "People  must  be  moved  by  despair 
and  not  to  despair.  Despite  fear  and  anguish, 
we  must  continue." 

Born  Eliezer  Wiesel  in  1928  in  Sighet, 
Transylvania  (Romania),  he  was  raised  with 
his  three  sisters  in  a  Hasidic  home  by  faithful, 
loving  parents.  Elie  was  particularly  close  to 
his  grandfather,  who  instilled  in  the  young 
boy  a  "love  of  God  and  feeling  of  unity  and 
kinship  among  humanity."  He  studied 
Mitzvot,  Mishnah,  and  Gemara  in  the 
traditional  manner  of  Jewish  scholarship,  and 
he  became  fascinated  with  and  enveloped  by 
the  laws  and  traditions  of  God.  Many 
suggested  that  Elie  might  somedav  become  a 
great  scholar  within  their  community. 

Yet  history  held  another  fate  for  the  young 
boy  from  Sighet.  At  dawn  on  the  final  day  of 
Passover  in  1944,  troops  of  the  Waffen  SS 
occupied  the  city,  and  fewer  than  50  days 
later  deportation  orders  arrived  with 
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nstructions  to  relocate  the  entire  Jewish 
ommunity  to  concentration  camps.  EUe's 
amily  was  taken  to  Birkenau,  the  processing 
enter  for  Auschwitz.  There  they  were 
eparated;  EHe  and  his  father  were  taken  to 
)ne  side,  Ehe's  mother  and  sisters  to  another. 
IVie  would  never  see  his  mother  and 
oungest  sister  again.  He  would  spend  the 
text  year  of  his  life  first  at  Auschwitz  and 
hen  at  Buchenwald,  required  to  perform 


hard  labor,  subjected  to  routine  yet 
indiscriminate  beatings,  and  forced  to  watch 
his  father  suffer  from  the  acute  dysentery 
that  eventually  took  his  life.  When  his 
father's  illness  was  in  its  most  severe  stages, 
Elie  was  the  only  one  who  would  care  for 
him,  carrying  him  to  and  from  his  bed  and 
carefully  feeding  him  each  day's  ration  of 
bread.  In  the  end,  Elie  was  not  even  to  see 
his  father's  death;  he  awoke  one  morning  to 
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find  his  father  gone  from  his  bed,  carried 
away  in  the  night. 

In  describing  his  experiences,  Professor 
Wiesel  has  said:  "There  is  something  about 
this  Event  that  eludes  rational  thought.  Only 
those  who  were  there  know  what  it  meant  to 
be  there.  The  others  can,  at  best,  come  close 
to  the  gate."  By  his  own  account,  he  gave  up 
everything  in  the  death  camps  that  mattered 
to  him  except  life  itself:  his  parents,  his  sister, 
his  innocence,  his  faith,  and — for  a  time — his 
humanity. 

With  the  liberation  of  the  camps  in  1945, 
Wiesel  was  sent  to  Paris  by  an  international 
relief  agency  to  salvage  what  remained  of  his 
old  life  and  to  construct  a  new  one.  As  he 
attempted  to  adjust  to  a  new  environment 
and  tried  to  deal  with  the  stark  reality  of  his 
year  in  the  camps,  he  made  a  vow  not  to  write 
or  speak  about  what  had  happened  for  a 
period  of  ten  years.  He  enrolled  at  the 
Sorbonne  in  Paris  where  he  studied 
literature,  philosophy,  and  psychology,  and 
later  he  signed  on  as  a  correspondent  for  a 
Tel  Aviv  newspaper,  covering  post-war  Europe 
and  eventually  the  United  Nations.  As  a 
journalist,  he  reported  on  such  events  as  the 
German-Israeli  negotiations  on  war 
reparations  and  the  trial  of  Adolph 
Eichmann,  the  Nazi  war  criminal.  After  more 
than  ten  years  since  his  release  from 
Buchenwald,  Wiesel  could  finally  begin  to 
tell  his  story. 

His  first  book.  Night,  tells  of  the  night  in 
which  his  family  was  separated  in  the 
darkness  of  Birkenau  and  is  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  his  parents  and  youngest  sister, 
Tzipora,  all  of  whom  died  in  the  camps. 
Originally  published  in  France,  this  entry 
into  literary  circles  would  become  the  first  of 
more  than  30  books  published  by  Professor 
Wiesel.  His  work  is  highly  acclaimed  in 
professional  circles,  and  many  critics 
anticipated  that  he  would  be  awarded  the 
Nobel  Prize  for  Literature,  in  place  of  or 
perhaps  in  addition  to  the  Peace  Prize. 

On  the  importance  of  education.  Professor 
Wiesel  has  said:  "I  cannot  imagine  a 
civilization  without  teachers  or  students. 
Today  ignorance  is  probably  the  greatest 
danger  threatening  our  people.  It  is  easy  to 


become  ignorant.  All  you  have  to  do  is  .  .  . 
nothing." 

John  Silber,  president  of  Boston  University, 
says  Professor  Wiesel's  appeal  for  dignity  and 
humanity  breaks  the  silence  that  surrounds 
the  struggle  of  those  victimized  by  wars  and 
human-rights  abuses.  Beyond  his  writings 
concerning  the  Holocaust,  Silber  points  out, 
"Elie  has  pleaded  the  cause  of  oppressed 
peoples  such  as  Laotians,  Cambodians, 
Afghans,  Arabs,  and  Soviet  Jews."  Once, 
along  the  Thai-Cambodian  border,  he  was 
leading  a  group  of  relief  workers  and  a 
caravan  of  20  truckloads  of  food  and  medical 
supplies  intended  for  war-torn  Cambodian 
villages.  The  Cambodian  border  guards 
refused  to  allow  the  shipment  to  pass,  coldly 
ignoring  the  requests  and  pleadings  of  Elie 
and  his  group.  WTiile  a  frustrating 
experience  for  all,  it  held  special  significance 
for  Elie  Wiesel:  exactly  35  years  had  passed 
since  that  cold  night  in  Buchenwald  when  his 
father  was  taken  from  him.  In  the  end,  the 
trucks  were  forced  to  leave  their  supplies  in 
refugee  camps  nithin  Thailand  after  being 
forcibly  prevented  from  entering  Cambodia. 
"I  came  here  because  no  one  came  when  I 
was  there"  he  said.  "Perhaps  we  cannot 
change  the  world,  but  I  do  not  want  the 
world  to  change  me." 

In  an  interview  given  two  days  after 
winning  the  Nobel  Prize,  Elie  Wiesel  said:  "If 
there  is  one  word  that  describes  all  the  woes 
and  threats  that  exist  today,  it's  indifference. 
You  see  a  tragedy  on  television  for  three 
minutes  and  then  comes  something  else  and 
something  else.  Indifference,  to  me,  is  the 
epitome  of  evil.  The  opposite  of  love  is  not 
hate,  it's  indifference.  The  opposite  of  art  is 
not  ugliness,  it's  indifference.  The  opposite 
of  faith  is  not  heresy,  it's  indifference.  And 
the  opposite  of  life  is  not  death,  it's 
indifference.  Because  of  indifference,  one 
dies  before  one  actually  dies." 

For  telling  a  story  that  the  world  must 
hear,  for  bearing  an  unfailing  witness  to  all 
who  will  listen,  for  striving  to  change  the 
world  without  letting  the  world  change  him, 
and,  above  all,  for  refusing  to  be  indifferent, 
Brigham  Young  University  is  pleased  to 
present  to  Elie  Wiesel  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
humanities,  honoris  causa. 
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A.  Sherman  Christensen 

Presented  by  President  Rex  E.  l^e 

A  distinguished  lawyer  and  respected 
judge,  A.  Sherman  Christensen  has  given  a 
lifetime  of  service  in  an  outstanding  legal 
career.  Recognized  by  members  of  his 
profession  as  well  as  by  laypersons,  Judge 
Christensen 's  contributions  to  legal 
scholarship,  practice,  and  adjudication  have 
been  felt  on  this  campus,  throughout  Utah, 
and  across  the  United  States. 

A  tribute  to  Judge  Christensen  given  over 
30  years  ago  reads:  "In  all  circumstances  he 
has  stamped  himself  as  a  man  of  competence 
and  ability,  with  an  excellent  reputation  for 
honesty  and  integrity.  He  will  make  a  fine 
reputation  for  himself  and  for  Utah."  The 
record  of  his  exemplary  career  shows  the 
fulfillment  of  this  prediction. 

Born  in  Manti,  Utah,  Sherman 
Christensen  came  to  BYU  as  a  young  man 
when  his  family  moved  to  Provo.  His  parents 
wanted  their  children  to  have  the  advantages 
of  higher  education,  so  after  four  years  at 
BYU,  Sherman  entered  law  school  at 
National  University  in  Washington,  D.C. 
(now  George  Washington  University),  and 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  in  1931. 
He  returned  to  Provo  and  entered  private 
practice  with  his  father,  a  former  circuit 
court  judge,  continuing  in  Provo  until  1954. 

While  in  Provo,  Brother  Christensen 
honed  his  leadership  skills  as  president  of  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Utah 


State  Young  Republican  League,  and  the 
Utah  Count)'  Bar  Association.  In  1940  he  was 
a  candidate  for  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  Second  Utah  District, 
and  during  World  War  II  he  served  as  a 
lieutenant  commander  in  the  U.S.  Na\y. 

As  a  private  lawyer  Brother  Christensen 
distinguished  himself  as  competent  and 
concerned.  His  reputation  for  fairness  grew 
as  did  his  practice,  and  in  1954  President 
Eisenhower  named  Sherman  Christensen  to 
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the  federal  bench,  appointing  him  United 
States  district  judge  for  the  state  of  Utah. 
During  his  nomination  and  Senate  approval, 
Judge  Christensen  was  described  by  legal 
authorities  and  national  legislators  as  a  man 
of  integrity  and  good  judicial  temperament, 
with  sound  legal  training  and  considerable 
trial  experience.  U.S.  Senator  Arthur 
Watkins,  in  support  of  his  appointment, 
called  him  a  "nominee  of  the  highest 
qualifications." 

During  his  17  years  as  a  federal  judge,  he 
was  known  for  his  fairness,  his  legal 
knowledge,  and  his  attention  to  detail.  His 
writing  was  stimulating,  and  he  published  in 
many  prestigious  law  journals.  While  serving 
on  the  bench,  he  was  asked  to  sit  on  several 
national  committees  reviewing  legal  practice 
and  judicial  administration.  After  his 
retirement  in  1971,  he  became  a  senior 
judge — assigned  as  needed  to  hear  cases  in 
appellate  courts  throughout  the  federal 
system.  Just  one  year  later  he  was  appointed 
by  Chief  Justice  Warren  Burger  to  the  United 
States  Temporary  Emergency  Court  of 
Appeals,  where  he  handled  several  major 
antitrust  cases,  including  one  that  resulted  in 
a  $325  million  decision,  the  largest  he  ever 
handed  down. 

From  1975  to  1978  Judge  Christensen  was  a 
visiting  professor  of  law  at  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School.  His  relationship  with 
students  and  faculty  and  his  close  association 
with  BYU  formed  the  basis  for  new  efforts  in 
legal  scholarship  that  would  become  a 
permanent  contribution  nationwide. 

These  new  efforts  began  in  1977,  at  the 
request  of  Chief  Justice  Burger,  who  had  just 
returned  from  a  trip  to  Great  Britain.  While 
there,  he  observed  up  close  the  English  Inns 
of  Court,  traditional  meeting  places  where 
experienced  lawyers  and  judges  trained  new 
barristers.  His  impressions  prompted  him  to 
work  for  the  establishment  of  an  American 
Inn  of  Court,  and  he  arranged  for  the  pilot 
project  to  be  put  in  place  on  the  BYU 
campus.  The  Law  School  welcomed  the 
challenge,  and  the  dean  asked  Sherman 
Christensen  to  head  up  the  effort. 

Judge  Christensen  worked  tirelessly, 
organizing  the  first  American  Inn  of  Court  at 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School  and 
preparing  the  charter  for  a  national 
organization.  The  program  allows  judges  and 
senior  trial  lawyers  ("Masters  of  the  Bench") 
to  meet  with  younger  lawyers  ("barristers") 
and  third-year  law  students,  acting  as  mentors 
for  their  younger,  less-experienced 
apprentices.  Study  and  training  take  place  in 
a  vocational  setting,  outside,  yet  parallel  to, 
the  traditional  law  school  curriculum. 


Analysis  and  appraisal  by  other  members  of 
the  Inn  focus  on  improving  lawyering  skills, 
while  direct  interaction  and  group  activities 
pass  the  experience  and  insight  of  the  judges 
and  litigators  on  to  the  younger  attorneys 
and  law  students.  O.  C.  Tanner,  a  prominent 
local  businessman,  noted  that  the  brilliance 
of  Judge  Christensen's  organization  was  "that 
students  could  experience  the  concepts  of 
the  law,  not  just  be  taught  them." 

American  Inn  of  Court  I  was  officially 
organized  in  1980.  Since  then,  the  American 
Inns  of  Court  Foundation  has  grown  to 
include  85  member  Inns  across  the  United 
States.  With  new  Inns  forming  quickly, 
membership  is  projected  to  grow  to  125  by 
1990.  In  June  of  1989,  American  Inn  of  Court 
I  was  renamed  'The  A.  Sherman  Christensen 
Inn  of  Court  I"  to  honor  its  founder. 

Speaking  about  the  impact  of  the 
American  Inns  of  Court,  President  Rex  E. 
Lee  said:  "The  great  strengths  of  this 
program  are  the  richness  of  its  faculty- 
student  ratio  and  the  closeness  that  it 
engenders  among  five  components  of  the 
profession — experienced  lawyers,  judges,  law 
teachers,  young  attorneys,  and  law  students. 
Indeed,  such  an  amalgam  would  be  difficult 
to  achieve  on  any  continuing  basis  except 
through  the  Inn  plan." 

Those  who  worked  with  Judge  Christensen 
in  organizing  the  national  structure  for  the 
American  Inns  of  Court  point  to  him  as  the 
key  element  in  the  success  of  their  efforts. 
"Nothing  was  ever  impossible,"  according  to 
Peter  Murphy,  a  Texas  law  professor  and 
member  of  the  ad  hoc  committee.  "Sherman 
leads  people  by  example  and  inspiration,"  he 
said.  "His  infectious  enthusiasm  helped 
others  understand  that  this  project  was  of 
vital  importance.  His  total  commitment  and 
his  personal  kindness  touched  us  all." 

The  American  Inns  of  Court  have  been 
praised  as  a  bright  beacon  in  the  legal 
community  seen  by  thousands  of  judges  and 
attorneys  across  the  country.  Judge 
Christensen's  vision  has  inspired  and 
continues  to  inspire  the  best  in  legal 
professionalism,  teaching,  ethics,  and  civility. 

Former  New  Jersey  Chief  Justice  Arthur 
Vanderbilt  once  said:  "A  great  lawyer  is  a  wise 
counselor  to  all  manner  of  men."  In 
recognition  of  his  dedication  to  excellence  in 
legal  education,  his  contributions  to  the 
American  legal  system  over  the  last  half 
century,  his  exceedingly  wise  counsel,  and  his 
love  of  freedom  and  liberty,  Brigham  Young 
University  is  proud  to  present  to  the 
Honorable  A.  Sherman  Christensen  the 
Presidential  Citation  and  Medallion. 
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Weldon  J.  Taylor 


Presented  by  President  Rex  E.  Lee 

When  he  began  his  tenure  as  dean  of  the 
College  of  Commerce  in  1957,  Weldon  J. 
Taylor  outlined  four  primary  goals  for  his 
administration: 

(1)  Let  the  influence  of  the  college 
become  as  a  light  on  a  hill;  (2)  fulfill  the 
need  for  a  new,  modern  building  to  house 
the  college;  (3)  achieve  full  accreditation  for 
undergraduate  and  graduate  programs;  and 
(4)  establish  a  center  of  business  and 
economic  research. 

In  1957  it  was  quite  a  brave  act  to  outline 
such  an  aggressive  plan  of  action  for  a 
business  school  at  a  relatively  unknown 
university  hidden  somewhere  in  the  West.  In 
those  days,  the  College  of  Commerce  met  in 
old  U.S.  Army  barracks.  But  in  the  creation 
of  the  J.  Willard  and  Alice  S.  Marriott  School 
of  Management  in  1988,  the  vision  of  Weldon 
Taylor  found  its  most  vibrant  expression. 
Today,  the  beautiful  and  impressive  N.  Eldon 
Tanner  Building  houses  the  Marriott  School 
of  Management,  whose  College  of  Business 
and  Graduate  School  of  Management  offer 
diverse  programs  designed  to  draw  the  most 
out  of  students  as  they  prepare  themselves 
for  constructive  careers  in  the  public  and 
private  sectors.  Though  new  sights  have  been 
set  and  new  vistas  are  yet  to  be  reached.  Dean 
Taylor's  dream  continues  to  be  a  driving 
force  behind  academic  excellence  and 
professional  accomplishment. 


A  Lakeview,  Utah,  native,  Weldon  began 
learning  time  and  labor  management  as  a 
young  boy  working  on  his  family's  farm.  He 
was  an  avid  reader  and  found  books  about 
business  particularly  fascinating.  After 
serving  a  mission,  he  returned  to  BYU,  where 
he  received  his  degree  in  economics  in  1934. 
He  then  attended  the  Harvard  School  of 
Business  on  a  scholarship,  earning  an  MBA 
degree  in  factory  management  in  1937.  After 
graduation  from  Harvard,  the  young  MBA 
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returned  to  Utah  for  a  visit  but  was 
convinced  to  stay  at  BYU  in  a  "temporary" 
position  by  President  Franklin  S.  Harris.  It 
has  been  the  great  fortune  of  BYU  that 
Weldon  decided  to  accept  that  part-time  job. 

During  the  following  years,  Weldon 
became  a  respected  faculty  member  and 
professional,  working  with  several  state  and 
federal  agencies  in  addition  to  teaching  and 
conducting  extensive  research  in  price 
theory.  He  took  a  leave  of  his  classroom 
responsibilities  in  1954  to  pursue  a  Ph.D.  at 
New  York  University,  which  he  received  in 
1957.  Along  with  the  new  degree  came  a  new 
assignment  from  BYU.  William  F.  Edwards, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Commerce  had 
resigned,  and  Weldon  was  appointed  dean. 

He  served  as  dean  from  1957  to  1974, 
overseeing  a  17-year  period  of  growth  and 
expansion  in  the  College  of  Commerce, 
which  soon  became  the  College  of  Business. 
Dean  Taylor  was  very  active  in  the  lives  of 
students,  unwilling  to  become  simply  an 
administrator.  He  insisted  on  teaching  classes 
as  dean  and  strived  to  set  an  example  of 
student-professor  interaction  and 
cooperation  in  learning.  His  teaching 
techniques  were  extremely  thorough,  and  he 
showed  genuine  interest  in  the  students  who 
studied  under  him,  always  taking  time  to 
explain  difficult  or  complex  concepts  and  to 
speak  with  them  individually  about  academic 
and  professional  goals. 

Recognizing  a  natural  affinity  between 
education  and  business,  he  strove  to  bring 
students  and  professionals  together.  It  was 
under  his  guidance  and  as  a  result  of  his 
impetus  that  the  College  of  Business  National 
Advisory  Council  was  formed.  A  vibrant, 
integral  part  of  the  academic  program  in  the 
School  of  Management,  this  group  of 
management  and  business  leaders  acts  as  a 
team  with  administrators  and  students, 
arranging  internships,  funding  scholarships 
and  other  student  programs,  and  providing 
development  opportunities  for  faculty 
members.  A  result  of  foresight  and  hard 
work,  it  is  one  of  Dean  Taylor's  great 
accomplishments. 

In  addition  to  his  outstanding  and  tireless 
work  at  BYU,  Dean  Taylor  continually  kept 
himself  at  the  forefront  of  his  field.  One  of 
his  texts,  Marketing — An  Integrated  Analytical 
Approach,  was  at  one  point  used  by  136 
universities  across  the  United  States  and  is 
still  very  popular  among  business  students 


and  professors.  He  also  published  several 
articles  in  leading  economic  and  business 
journals.  A  Ford  Foundation  appointment  in 
1964  took  him  to  Cairo,  Egypt,  where  he 
served  as  a  consultant  to  the  Institute  of 
Management  Development  of  the  United 
Arab  Republic.  He  spent  a  year  in  Egypt, 
meeting  with  government  leaders, 
businessmen,  and  educators  and  conducting 
seminars  in  an  effort  to  train  competent 
management  personnel.  After  his  retirement 
as  dean  in  1974,  the  American  University  in 
Cairo  asked  him  to  return  to  Egypt  as 
Distinguished  Visiting  Professor  of 
Management  Development,  a  post  that  he 
held  for  one  year. 

Dean  Taylor  has  been  involved  in  many 
public  causes  and  was  cited  for  his  activities 
as  chairman  of  the  Citizen's  Committee  of 
the  Provo  River  Trail  by  President  Ronald 
Reagan  as  part  of  the  Take  Pride  in  America 
program.  His  efforts  in  preserving  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  Provo  River  have 
likewise  been  recognized  by  the  state  of 
Utah,  Provo  City,  and  the  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  his  efforts  to  improve  the  quality  of  BYU 
business  education,  he  relied  on  a  strategy  he 
enunciated  early  in  his  administration: 

'The  educational  philosophy  which 
assumes  the  mere  acquisition  of  facts  is 
outdated.  Today's  student  must  not  only 
acquire  facts,  but  he  must  develop  maturity 
in  their  discriminating  use.  He  must  acquire 
a  seasoned  skill  in  bringing  the  relevant  facts 
into  focus  as  a  reliable  guide  for  action. 

"[The  business  leader]  must  have  faith  in 
his  own  capacity,  faith  in  his  fellowTnen,  faith 
in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  freedom,  and 
faith  in  a  just  God.  To  develop  these  skills 
and  to  inspire  these  values  is  the  task  of  the 
business  school  that  faces  the  tomorrows.  To 
define  our  goals  less  broadly  is  to  admit 
defeat  at  the  outset." 

For  his  dedication  to  educational 
excellence  coupled  with  professional 
development;  for  his  untiring  efforts  to 
bridge  the  gaps  that  exist  between  students, 
faculty,  and  alumni — through  the 
organization  of  the  National  Advisory 
Council;  for  his  constant  example  of  the 
integration  of  faith  into  daily  life  and  career 
growth;  and  for  his  outstanding  service 
spanning  more  than  50  years,  Brigham 
Young  University  is  pleased  to  present  to 
W'eldon  J.  Taylor  the  Presidential  Citation 
and  Medallion.
